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The  market  was  active  for  American  apples  at  the  Hamburg  auc- 
tion Thursday,  _?e"bru?ry  12,  according  to  a  ca"ble  from  Fred  A-  Mptz, 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     Prices  on  the  whole  were  about  the  same  as  last  week 
with  the  exception  of  JTew  York  Baldwins  which  made  better  prices  and 
Virginia  Ben  Davis  which  sold  at  lower  prices.     About  70,0^0  boxes, 
4,000  barrels  and  600  baskets  were  offered  at  the  auction  compared 
with. SI, 000  boxes,'  5,500  barrels  and  2,700  baskets  last  week  and  34,000 
"boxes  and  1,700  barrels  at  this  time  a.  rear  ago.     Prices  paid  for  bar- 
reled apnles  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year  were  generally  lower 
and  boxes  higher  than  those  ruling  at  present.    Washington  Wine saps , 
however,  are  selling  at  about  the  same  levels  as  last  year. 

Pear  prices  were  slightly  ahove  those  ruling  last  week.     The  mar- 
ket was  active  for  pears,  11,000  boxes  being  offered  at  the  auction 
against  2,000  la.st  week  and  5,100  the  week  before  last.     That  the  in- 
creased supplies  failed  to  cause  the  market  to  sag  was  ascribed  to  the 
milder  weather  prevailing  this  week. 

At  the  Copenhagen  auction  Tuesday,  February  10,  American  boxed 
Eewtowns  and  Wine saps  made  about  the  same  'prices  as  last  week,  These 
prices  are,  somewhat  below  those  ruling  at  Hamburg  for  the  same,  varieties.
